Ireland will only.be affected indirectlv. 
Provisional time-tables for the strike were 
issued at Holyhead last night, and it was 
stated at Kingstown that it was believed 
ihat the mail. service between Holyhedd 
and London will be maintained. It is 
understood that the Free State Post Office 
has not been advised of any interruption 
in the mail service. 

A tentative warning was given at 
Kingstown last night that the train 
journey might be delayed and even inter- 
rupted. 

About seventy persons left by the mail 
heat—a slightly smaller number than 
usual on a Sunday night. 


NIGHT MAIL. 
HELD UP. 


The train which should have left ‘for 
London after the arrival of last night’s 
mail boat from Kingstown had not left 
Holyhead Station at four o'clock this 
morning, as no engine-driver had been 
obtained. The passengers had made them- 
selves as comfortable as possible. Some 
had gone to the hotel. The station officials 
could not say if, or when, the train would 
de pa rt. : 


DELAYED AT CREWE 
LAST NIGHT. 


Arrangements have been made for 
running the mail services out of London, 
and the Irish mail left Euston, as usual, 
at 8.45 last might for Holyhead, - | 

The train had not arrived at Holy- 
head at the usual hour (2.35) this morning, 
but we were informed by the Holyhead 
Station officials that the train would get - 
through, although it would be at least 
an hour late. There was some difficulty 
at Crewe in obtaining a driver to take 
the train on to. Holyhead. 

It was not intended. to run the train on 
to Holyhead Pier. Passengers would de- 
train at Holyhead Station and walk to 
the pier, a distance of a mile, and would 
be taken to Kingstown by the ordinary 
steamer. It is probable, therefore, that 
they will be quite two hours late in reach- 
ing Dublin and will miss the connections 
to the provinces. . 

Newspapers, parcels and heavy baggaye 
were to be taken off the train at Holy- 
head and loaded on to a cargo boat there, 
which would leave for the North Wall, 
Dublin, as soon as possible. 

The railway officials said that every 
effort would be made to run the mail 
train to London to-day as usual, but no 
promise could be given, as it was possible 
that no engine-driver would be available. 

The time-table of the Irish mai] trains 
was issued at Euston last night, whsa 
it was stated that arrangements had 
been made for running the mail trains, 
‘and that as full a service as possible will 
be run as soon as it is known how many 
drivers and firemen remain at work. 


MODIFIED SERVICES

NEGOTIATIONS FAIL. 


SIXTEEN HOURSSITTING 
WITHOUT RESULT.

LONDON, Sunday. 

A last desperate effort of the Trade Union 
Congress General Council—extending without 
a’ break over sixteen hours—failed to bring 
about a withdrawal or postponement of the 
railway strike - notices. 

At half-past two this morning the Execu- 
tive of the Associated Society, after discussin 
a .recOmmendation of the General Cotinel 
designed to prevent a stoppage, declined to 
call off the strike on the ground that it would 
a a “grave betrayal’’ of their members. to

The rejected proposal had been formulated 
after long discussions—first, between the 
General Council and repregentatives of all the 
railway ‘unidéns, and Subsequently in a joint 
Conference with the general managers. 


NO DISMISSALS. 

It was embodied in the following 
memorandum, which the General Council 
agreed. to submit and recommend to the loco- 
motive men’s Executive :— 

“The companies are not prepared to defer 
the carrying out of the decision of the 
National Wages Board, but, provided the 
strike notice is withdrawn by the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men, the companies give their assurance that 
an immediate meeting with the two unions

CAUSE OF THE DISPUTE, 

The railway companies submitted 
te the National Wages Board pro- 
posals for the abolition of the sliding 
scale and reduction in wages, repre- 
senting a saving of £4,000,000. 

In the Board's award there were 
wage reductions to the extent of 
about £500,000, made largely at the 
expense of the lecomotive men. 

The award was signed by repre- 
sentatives of all the parties concerned, 
including the Enginemen’s Society 
(A.S.L.E. & F.). 

Members of the Enginemen’s 
Society, which has a membership of 
about 57,000 of the 80,000 engine- 
drivers and firemen, rejected the 
award on a ballot by a six-to-one 
majerity. The other two unions want 
to honour their signatures.

“ DEFIANCE OF LAW.” 


‘* Anyone who has dealt in wireless sets has 
dohe so in defiance of law, and in defiance 
of very definite and repeated warnings.

In 
England wireless is, quite properly, under the 
control of the Post Office authorities, and 
the seriousness of tolerating a general un- 
authorised and unrestricted use and distribu- 
tion of wireless apparatus in this country, 
particularly in the past year on” so, 
can be readily recognised. At present 
an attempt is being made to take con- 
trol from the Post Office here. Anyone 
in possession now of a wireless set has pos- 
sessed himself of it in defiance of definite and 
repeated warnings.

The ‘T'imea observes in a leading article . 


that the attempts which are being made to 
protract the debate on the Addvess beyond 
to-night are, of course, a consistent extension 
of the policy which would have patched up a 
anic bargain between Conservatives and 
iberals for the sake of keeping Labour out 
of. office.

They had enuch better have left him single- 
handed to hold the brief for their collective 
conscience. 

The Speech from the Throne will come more 
and more to be regarded as the admirable 
document that it is—neither heroic on the 
one hand, nor fugitive on the other; a pro- 
cramme of work, and not of window-dressing, 
most palpably disinterested at a moment 
when votes are not in question, but laying 
down a course for the futare which is in 
accord both with the needs of the times and 
with the best traditions of Conservatism, 
With that programme the Conservative re- 
vival really began, and it has been 
strengthened throughout the week by a series 
of speeches which should be ‘sufficient 
guarantee that the future Opposition will be 
neither impotent nor merely reactionary. The 
sooner that period of Opposition begins, the 
better for all parties, and the better for the 
country. Under the present conditions of 
suspense Great Britain is simply out of action 
at a time when firm action is needed in every 
direction, both at home and abroad.

“An appeal is being made by supporters of 
Mr. de Valera to the Lrish people in Australia 
and elsewhere to supply funds ostensibly for 
the purpose of relieving distress in [reland, 
particularly amongst the dependents ol 
prisoners held by the National Government. 
Inquiries have reached the President from 
distinguished ecclesiastics and other friends ot 
Ireland abroad as to whether this appeal was 
necessary and approved, and the President, in 
an interview, states that the appeal has been 
made by Miss Barry only on behalf of those 
responsible for the destruction here and for 
their dependents, and has not the approval of 
the Government, 


“ He narrated the history of the organisa-— 


tion from which the appeal emanated and 
dealt seriatim with the points of the appeal. 
Started during the Anglo-Irish war, the 
organisation was seized on behalf of the 
Irregulars on the outbreak of civil strife, and, 
though known as the Jrish Republican 
Prisoners Dependents’ Fund, was used as a 
cloak for furthering the activities and pro- 
paganda of the Irregulars throughout the 
entire campaign of destruction. 

““TPhe number.of prisoners was exageerated. 
On the Ist June last nearly twelve thousand 
were interned, which number was rcduced bv 
the 3lst December to about one thousand 
eight hundred, in svite of the hunger-strike, 
during the period of which releases had been 
suspended. It is hoped to liberate within the 
uext few months all of the remainder against 
whom no criminal charges are pending or have 
been proved. 

“With regard to unemployment, the posi- 
tion in. the Free State is undoubtedly serious, 
but it is due largely to the Iriegulars, and the 
prisoners’ dependents are in no greater plight 
than the many families who either lost their 
bread-winners or had their businesses ruined 
by the Irregular tactics. 

‘ The Government contemplate measures of 
venermn! relief, through State-aided schemes 
for employment; but any assistance which 
frrends of [reland abroad might find them- 
selves moved to contribute through societies 
like that of St. Vincent de Paul, which makes 
no inquiry: as to the religion or politics of 
those whom it succours, would be welcomed.

CONCLUSIONS OF SWISS

Much consideration is being given at pre- 
sent to the subject of foot-and-mouth disease 


by the veterinary authorities in Switzerland, 


and in view of the controversy which is tak- 
ing place in England concerning the efficacy of 
slaughter, considerable interest attaches to the 
conclusions reached by Swiss experts. 


A conference was recently held at. Berne, | 
which was attended by. all the cantonal 


veterinary surgeons, to discuss not alone the 
problem of stamping out foot-and-mouth 
disease in cattle, but pneumo-enteritis among 
pigs. 

iu both cases the conference reached the 
conclusion that, as, far as possible, con- 
taminated cattle should be slaughtered, and 
should this be impossible, then recourse 
should be had to inoculation in the sense indi 
cated by recent experiments. "

tion, in case of a fresh epidemic breaking out, 
met with the unanimous approval of the con- 
ference- The Department will, therefore, put 
itself forthwith in touch with the various 
cantonal authorities.

VALUE OF CLASSICS IN 


EDUCATION,

LORD FINLAY’S PLEA. 


Viscount Finlay, LL:D., was inducted at 
Edinburgh on Saturday afternoon as President 
of the Classical Association of Scotland for 
1924. He took as his subject, “The Im- 
ortance of the Classics in Education.”’ 

ducation, in the words of Cardinal Newman, 
he said, aimed at acquiring “the force, the 
steadiness, the comprehensiveness and the 
versatility of intellect, the command over our 
own powers, the instinctive, yet just, estimate 
of things as they before us, which some- 
times, porto. is a natural gift, but commonly 
is not gained« without much effort and the 
exercise years.”’ ote 

Dealing with Latin, in particular, Lord by ew 
gave reasons for maintaining the study of 
subject as part of our educational curriculym. 
The case for making Latin the normal ground- 
work of a liberal education was overwhelming. 

irst, it was essential for the real under- 
standing of the English San and litera- 
ture: English owed a great debt, to the Latin 
element for clearness, and directness, 
and whole chapters of English literature w 
a sealed book to those who’ had no classical. 
training. Secondly, Latin was the language 
of Empire and law: the subject of Virgil's 
masterpiece was the greatness of Rome. 
Thirdly, the source of @ nation’s greatness 
lay in piety and religion, and a belief im the, 
moral government of the world. By no 
áin was this more strongly realised than 

y the Romans. Lastly, the genius of Rome 
still abode with us: i tin was in danger, 
this wag due to an uneasy feeling that the 
years spent in its study yielded scanty fruit, 
visible and ren in the shape of a real 
grasp of the language. Though the real 
object of education was to train the mind 
and to teach pupils how to learn, the sup- 
porters of the classics would be in a stronger 

sition if they could say that the language 
bad been thoroughly acquired in a greater 
number of cases. remedy, he thought, 
was to treat Latin more as a living language. 
One great difficulty was the variety of 
systems of pronunciation of Latin, and while 
speaking with great deference, Lord Finlay 
made a plea for a uniform on of pro- 
nunciation in conformity with Continental 
usage. After all, Latin still survived as a 
living language for ecclesiastical purposes. 

The reason why Greek was essentially part 


‘of a liberal education wag that it was the 


noblest of languages, and supplied the !-ey to 
the finest literature in the world. Greek, 
however, was not essential for success in the 
pursuit of any secular ession, as Latin 
was in law. The Greek genius did 
its work in higher regions. Greece must be 
loved for her own sake; she brought no dowry 
with her. The earliest achievements of the 
Greeks in the realm of poetry were the 
greatest. To learn, to know to love the 
“iad” and the “Odyssey,” the gréatest 
poems in the world’s literature, was in itself 
a liberal education. 

In France, by the Décree of May 3, 1923, 
Latin and Greek were restored to their proper 
place in secondary education. e French 

enius was sr te | sical, and it was to 

e hoped, conclud rd Finlay, that all 
interested in education in Great Britain would 
take note of the fact that, after trial of 
another system, France now

Ss differences between Captain Heinen 
the Zeppelin consultant, .an 
Lieutenant Kinkaid, who was acting pilot 
when the Shenandoah battled against the 
gale, were disclosed before the Board of In- 
quiry. Lieutenant Kinkaid admitted that 
Captain Heinen was critical of the pilot's 
manner in trying to guide the airship in out. 
ridin pe ane Kinkaid says that he steered 
mindful of the damaged rudder, and managed 
to relieve the strain, “ whereas,’’ he says, 
os in Heinen was indignant because the 
direction I wae ing was not what he 
wanted.”” The jieutenant said that he felt his 
responsibility towards the Navy for the safe 
return of the craft, and he acted accordingly. 

Considerable cuoiness has developed between 
Lieutenant Kinkaid and Captain Heinen since 
the returt, of the airship. 

Commander Weyerbacner testified that the 
damage to the structure of the Shenandoah 
would be about 80,000 dollars, but he felt that 
the ship would be ready in a few weeks to 
attempt the Polar flight. 

A new element was thrust into the discus- 
sion about the Shenandoah to-day, when it 
was learned that many Congressman regard 
the proposed 4 as sheer folly, and 
cite the fact the French dirigible, 
Dismude, and the wreck of the American 
dirigible Z R 2, at Hull, England. This 
opinion is violently combatied by members of 
the Naval Air Service, who point out that the 
airship had given ample proof of her sturdi- 
ness, and that the Polar flight holds practi- 
cally no danger. 

It is believed that the final decision as to 
whether the Shenandoah will be permitted to 
make the flight now rests with Congress, 
according to despatches from Washington here 


to-day. 

It ban known to-day that the Shenan- 
doah cruised within a radius of 60 miles of 
her home station during the height of the 
ale, in spite of the fact that her metal nose 
had been smashed, and that her two forward 
helium bags had been ripped open. 


INDIAN ELECTIONS. 


DEADLOCK IN CENTRAL 
PROVINCES, 
sunset 


NAGPUR, January 18. 

It seems likely that the threatened political 
deadlock in the Central Provinces, con- 
sequent upon the refusal of the Swarajist 
majority to undertake Ministerial respon- 
sibility is likely to become more intense. 

There was an exciting debate in the new 
Legislative Council to-day. Jt lasted seven 
hours, and seventeen speakers took part in it. 

It resulted in the Couneil’s feseing, by 
forty-four votes to twenty-four, Mr. Kagha- 
vendra Rao’s motion submitting to the Gover- 
nor that Ministers do not enjoy the confidence 
of the House, and that he should be pleased 
to request them to resign, The mover de- 
clared that he did not want to cast a per- 
sonal refiection on the Governor or ón Minis- 
ters. He did intend, however, to raise the 
question of constitutional responsibility for 
administering the transferred subjects on be 
half of the electors. 

The main issue on which the last elections 
were fought related, he said, to the future 
character of the British Government of India. 
It was not for the Swaraj Party to suggest 
an alternative Government. Let the trans- 
ferred departments, he exclaimed, be adminis- 
tered, but not in the name of the electorate. 
He concluded with an appeal to Ministers not 
to accept office when there was no sanction 
of the people behind it. 

An Indepéndent member, supporting the 
motion, said that unless the Imperial services 
were brought under the control of Mimaters 
and the Legislature, Dyarchy would not work. 
He quoted the Central Provinces Civil Ser- 
viees Memorandum, and asked whether the 
framers of that document would co-operate 
with the Ministers under the present system. 

After several Indian members had spoken 
in support of the motion, Mr. Mitchell, Legal 
Secretary, said that the Constitational posi- 
tion on which the other side on had no 
support from English precedents.

Mr. Crawford Hartnell, honorary organiser 
of the Society. in the Province of “Ulster, said 
that in 1915 the health and pleasure resorts 
of Ireland were ‘threatened with ruin owing 
to the cessation of all tourist traffic from 
America and across Channel. - In this. crisis 
the Society directed its first efforts to the 


i encouragemént of .an exchange of holida 
| traffic from Northern Ireland to the Sout 
and West, and vice versa. Press tours were 
organised, ánd as a result the tourist resorts 


of Ireland received illustrated descriptions. 
amounting to some one hundréd. and_.twenty- 
three columns: of newspaper space. A. con- 
siderable móvement, of traffic resulted, and’ the 
Northern resorts, especially Portrush,’ Bangor, 
and Newcastle, reveived a remarkable influx of 
visitors. © During the war, Dublin and the 
South fairly kept Portrush going, and it was 
the Tourist pe OC Society that first made

visitors from Ireland than probably they had 
ever seen before. 

The original aim of the Tourist Organisation 
Society was. to advertise and. exploit Ireland, 
as a whole, as a tourist ground of great charm 
and varied appeal. A considerable propa- 
ganda was considered necessary, and:in order 
to provide; money for this the intention was 
to secure the working of the Health Resorts 
and - Watering Places Act (Ireland); 1909, 
which permitted the strTking of.a rate of. one 
penny in the £ for the purpose of advertis- 
ing the town or city as a health resort. or 
watering place. 

Very many of the» communities ‘entitled to 
strike this .rate- were small villages, . with 
limited valuations. In one seaside resort the 
penny rate -produced as. little as £17—the 
Killarney “rate onl fielded’ £30;° Larne 
totalled £93 Each placé worked its: own 
little sum of money and blew its own ‘little 
trumpet, and all received a minimum | benefit 
from their isolated endeavours, whereas .co- 
ordination’ and uhitéd effort might have 
afforded excellent results. 

Dublin, Limerick and Waterford,  beauti- 
fully situated residential cities—the gateways 
of the tourist trafjc—had made no efforts to 
present ‘their attractions to visitors and future 

otential residents, as Dresden and Dusseldorf 
hiad successfully done in past days, but should 
now join in-and head the united. movement. 

In 1893 the Isle of Man had 266,000 visitors, 
and after the Central Council was at work for 
some years the -ntimber: of visitors had risen. 
in -1913 to 620,000. . Switzerland, the most 
widely, cleverly and successfully exploited 
country’ in the world; had ‘similarly » done 
wonders by. means of its ‘‘ Service of Publicity 
and of Statistics.’’ 

The quéstion of some such combination was 
considered” after the passing of the Health 
Resorts and Watering Places (Ireland) Act, 
1909, and a, difficulty arose as to the pooling 
of the funds raised by public bodies; but the 
former Local Government Board expressed the 
view that’ the local bodies could enter into 
certain contracts with a Central Council, but 
that no part of the sums raited by the rate 
could be applied towards defraying salaries or 
establishment expenses. 

The Tourist Organisation Society of Ireland

LETTER FROM MR. THOMAS JOHNSON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Your comments on my response to 

Deputy Good’s challenge on the question of 

wages in the. Building trades indicate a com. 

plete. misunderstanding of my attitude. . As 

the subject is important, it is well that I 

should explain my position. 

When Deputy Good, speaking in the Dail 
as a building trade employer, invited me to 
join him in an effort to reduce the rates of 
wages, I definitely refused. To accept his 
invitation ‘would imply assent to the proposi- 
tions—(1) that the ‘rates of wages paid to 
house-builders were the sole. cause of the high 
cost of houses, and (2) that to obtain cheaper 
houses it is. ‘essential that the building 
workers: must -be induced to lower their 
present. standard of. living. So far from 
assenting to these contentions I have often 
denied them, and do now ‘deny them. On 
several occasions, from my place in the Dail 
and elsewhere, I have promised to use any 
influence I have (and I can count on the 
building trade unions agreeing) in favour of 
entering into conference with employers with 
the object of finding. out. how best to. solve 
the problem of providing houses quickly and 
cheaply, if. all: concerned—employers, . archi- 
tects, clerks, tradesmen ahd labourers—would 
confer on the assumption that all payments 
entering into the cost, of house-building would 
be for work done or seryices rendered. 

So far, there has. been no response to this 


‘proposal either from the building employers 


or the Government.. The stand takén by the 
employers rémains as hitherto—that . their 
profit as owners of material and providers of 
capital must be their .ptimary consideration, 
and the payments for services of architects, 
surveyors, organisers and managers of the 
undertaking ‘and ‘the wages of. manual workers 
must be .adjusted to the demands of the 
owners of-capitak. 

I have -urged that; as the provision of 
houses is a clamant public need, it should be 
undertaken as a national service and organised 
ona national scale, with’ ‘‘ houses ” as the 
objective, and the need and desire for houses 
as the stimulus, not profit and the hope of 
financial gain. “I ‘have urged that it is 


béth desirable and ‘practicable’ that the 


workers engaged in the building trades should 
be guaranteed ‘continuots. employment with- 
ott broken ‘titne (subject. to the usúal condi- 
tions in respect to conduct) for a period of, 
say, five years, with the prospect of. further 
guaranteed periods’ to follow. There is a 
fifteen or twenty years’ programme of house- 
building before the country, even to overtake 
arrears, and ‘there is no plan more likely to 
ensure quicker building and cheaper houses 
than -an" assurance of regular employment 
without’ broken time. 

Deputy Good’s appeal for my influence to 
be used to secure’ reductions in wages is in 
vain; but. I will gladly. join with him in an 


-exathination: of-tlie whole problem, with a 


view to’ finding how to provide the greatest 
number of suitable: houses. at: the dowest cost 
in the shortest time, consistent with good 
workmahship and fair: payment - for. services 
rendered to all concerned. In this’ I con- 
fidently count upon the co-operation of the 
building trade unions.—Yours, etc..

explanation will be necessary. Bundles of 
numbered tickets are provided at the stopping 
places of the omnibuses and every would-be 
passenger provides himself with one as he 
comes up. When the omnibus stops the 
ticket-collector allows in, one by one, the 
ticket-holders, beginning at the lowest num- 
ber and coutinuing till the number of vacant 
seats is filled, when he stops. This not only 
prevents a large amount of the promiscuous 
scrambling and pushing that are see m 
Dublin, but ensures fair play, as the person 
waiting longest gets in first. 

The tickets, however, are merely an added 
refinement and are not necessary; the chief 
point upon which I would like to insist is the 
prevention of overcrowding, which makes 
tram journeys, instead of being a comfort, a 
veritable misery. Surely additional trams 
could be run to meet the increased need at 
husy times of the day or year? The Dartry 
road tram, on one of the most crowded lines, 
only runs once in every eight to ten minutes.

They have been excluded from 
the benefits of the “‘award,”’ and so have to 
rely entirely on ‘the good-will of the directors 
for increment in salary, and not on merit or 
ability. At the annual revision of. salaries 
this year, of these men four only received 
any recompense for their services. May one 
ask why? Is the percentage of capable men 
among them so small? Is it fair treatment 
for men occupying the most responsible posi- 
tion of intermediary between the directors

NOVICES’ INTER-TEAM RACE. 
The victory of the Clonliffe Harriers in the

Although the rules gave permission to 
start twelve men per team, only the winning team, 
the Donores, and the Great Southern and Western 
“A” started the full number. The field consisted

more unselfishness shown in the game against 
France next Saturday. The impression left after 
watching the play of the best. available talent for 
International honours was that our team for this 
Season may be slightly better than last season’s: 
but how far this will carry us in the international 
championship is not an easy matter to gauge.

As between Craw- 
ford and Stewart there was little in it, neither 
being guilty of any. serious mistake, but Stewart's 
touch-finding was slightly more accurate. F. S&S. 
Hewitt and A. P. Atkins on the Possibles’ side.were 
the soundest three-quarters on the day's play, and 
the former, though not selected on the Irish team, 
should receive recognition before Jong. Douglas, 
who was strong in the running for the left wing 
three-quarter position, could not do himself justice, 
his injured leg keeping him in check; but at times 
he gave indications of having plenty of good foot- 
ball in him.

STATEMENT BY DR. PRICE’AT SUTTON

Important RE: “a regarding Irish golf 
were made by Dr. G®orge Price on Saturday night. 

The Hon, Secretary of the Irish Golfing Union 
was the guést of the Sutton Club at their annual 
dinner, which was held in Clery’s Restaurant, and 
in responding to the toast of the “ Golfing Union of 
Ireland ” he stated that he had received a letter 
from the Secretary of the Lancashire Union, which 
Union was endeavouring to form an English Golfing 
Union. There secmed to be a general feeling 
among English golfers that they should consolidate 
the different unions, and in his letter the Secretary 
of the Lancashire body had asked him for a copy 
of the Constitution and Rules of the Golfing Union 
of Ireland, which was the oldest and the bes» 
managed of the existing unions. (Applause). 

Speaking of the prospects for this year in Ireland, 
Dr. Price added that the Royal Dublin Golf Club, 
which up to the present had managed the Barton 
Cup, had expressed a wish that the Union shonid 
take over the management of that competition, and 
‘they (the Union) had decided on doing so. 

The Tailteann Golf Championships were going tu 
be rather big affairs, and they would be glad to 
hear that Captain Carter was organising a powerful 
team of Irish-American golfers tor the Games. 
(Applause). He (Dr. Price) had arranged matches 
with the Welsh Golfing Union and the Midland 
Golfing Union. Mr. Cyril Tolley had informed 
him that he was most anxious to come to Dublin 
to enjoy their fine golf and their Irish hospitality, 
and he had no doubt but that Mr. Tolley and a 
number of others of the leading cross-Channel golfers 
would compete in these matches, which ‘would 
be played in the championship week in Sep 
tember at Dollymount, and also in the Irish Open 
Championship. (Applause). The prospects they 
had in view for golf in. Ireland this year were 
extremely bright; indeed, golf in this country was 
going 40 reach its apex this year. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Thornley, who proposed. the, toast of the 
“Golfing Union of Ireland,” in an eloquent specch, 
reviewed the work of the Union since its foundation.
